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The Virginia Beach-Norfolk 
Expressway reached the break- 
even point in May.

Firftt tHstrict Congressman 
Thomas N. Downing has warned 
that "the maritime program of 
the anmtry is going to become 
a political issue in 1969 if the 
present administration doesn't 
do sometldng about it."

Investigation into a lack of 
a quorum at a special meet- 
ing of the City Planning Comm- 
ission in May has brought to 
light several interesting facts.

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Shock, Concern for 
World Are Reactions 



Reactltm to the attempted 
assassination of U, S. Sen. 
Robert Kennedy, as he was att- 
ending a victory celebration 
after the California primary 
Tuesday night, was swift in Vir- 
ginia Beach, The VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN obtained these 
comments from city officials: 

Retiring City Manager W. 
Russell Hatchett told THE SUN, 
"Things like this can be ex-, 
pected if the Supreme Court 
continues to pass down judge- 
ments that put the laweiuforce- 
ment agencies of this couptry 
in a strait jacket, and if the 
televislcm is allowed to continue 
to fan the flames of hatred by 
showing violence in every form 
at every opportunity they have. 
I think the Congress of the 
United States ought to put a 
bridle on them and make them 
discontinue showing violence in 
the streets all over this 
country". 

, State Sen. Edward T. (Ned) 
Caton, HI outlined his feelings 
by saying, "I'm shocked and 
dismayed that these things are 
happening in our country*'. 

Mayor Frank Dusch summed 
up his feelings by saying, "It 
is a most regrettsJsle situation. 
Especially when any one is run- 
ning for the highest office in 
this land. My deep sympathy 
goes to his family, and again 
it is most regrettable". 

Newly appointed City Man- 
ager Roger Scott told THE SUN, 
"I think it's a gfeat tragedy 
that anything likefhis could take 
place, and I have a. feeling of 
deep regret and deep concern 
for the Kennedy family". 

Virginia Beach Police Chief 
James Moore said, "It's very 
disturbing to me. I'm deeply 
sorry something like this had 
to happen. I certainly feel this 
country has been going back- 
ward as far as crime is con- 
cerped. It seems to me the whole 
world, especially the younger 
generation, is thlhking much 
differently than QieDlder ga- 
eration did". 

Virginia Beaoh Del. B. R. 
Middleton showed his concern 



when he told THE SUN,"The 
first reaction was shock. How- 
ever, after letting it sink in, 
I think it's going to focus the 
attention of tin nation on how 
far we have gone In a complete 
disregard lor law and order^ 
which I think Is appalling. I 
also think that perhaps some 
good will come out of it as 
far as la^ enforcement Is con- 
cerned," 

Virginia Beach Del. Kenneth; 
Whitehurst, Jr. outlined his/ 
feeling, "I was shocked lilce 
everyone else, not only by the 
tragedy but by the general feel- 
ing of unrest prevalent in this 
country, which the tragedy 
brought to lii^t. I hope Con- 
gress will pass a gun law now, 
which I h&ve been in favor of 
for some time. 

National'Demoeratle Comm- 
itteeman Sidney Kellam (A Vir- 
ginia Beach was out of the dty 
all day yesterday, which pre- 
vented the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN from reaching him for his 
comment. 

As THE SUN went to press 
the latest medical bulletin's de- 
scribed Senator Kennedy's con- 
dition as "very critical" and 
that the next 24 to 36 hours 
would be of utmost importance 
in Kennedy's recovery. 

The attack on Kennedy resul- 
ted in all can^idiites fqr the nom- 
ination of the office of Presi- 
dent of the United States can- 
celling all campaign activities.

But for tourists' 
deciding they will rent a board 
and just give it a try, surfing 
is a potentially dangerous 
sport— and dangerous to other 
surfers around them, as well 
as themselves.

I've heard," Cannon added, 
"that it's hard to make the 
transition from water to snow 
skiing." But recently, he said, 
the relation of surHng to the 
winter sport was proven when 
Hawaiian surfers transplanted 
to Colorado turned into pro- 
ficient snow-Skiers in double- 
quick time. 

Cannon, who moves to Vir- 
ginia Beach for the summer 
months, will be life-guarding at 
an officers' beach this summer. 

There has been a movement 
this year to have the Virginia 
Beach championship covered by 
ABC's Wide World of Sports, 
which covers the annual world 
championship at Hawaii. 

"It's grown large enough for 
national coverage," said Can- 
non, . whose parents are Mr.

Oceana Opens New Hanger 



Naval Air Station Oceana op- 
ened its first new aircraft main- 
tenance hangar in ten years, 
during ribbon-cutting ceremon- 
ies recently. 

The hangar (Building 500) is 
expected to house five F-4 
Phantom Oceana-based jet 
fighter squadrons. Each squad- 
ron will occupy one of the five 
individual areas which will in- 
clude 12,800 sfluare feet of han- 
gar space plus 25 air con- 
ditioned rooms for completead- 
ministration and operation of 
the squadron. 

Oceana's Building 500 is un- 
ique in the Tidewater area in 
that its steel cantilevered roof 



construction makes possible an 
800 foot entrance area com- 
pletely clear of obstruction. 

The total cost of the new han- 
gar with its supporting features 
is more than $3 million for app- 
roximately 133,000 square feet 
of usable floor space. 

The main hangar bay area is 
enclosed by 30 individually op- 
erated steel motorized doors. A 
nine-inch concrete deck covers 
the approximately 64,000 
square feet of space. 

Included in the hangar com- 
plex is a parking facility which 
will accommodate 268 cars. 
More than 235,000 square feet 
of stQ>port pavement surround- 



ing the hAgar has been con- 
structed for this purpose. 

The hangar was designed and 
built under the supervision of 
the Naval Facilities Engineer- 
ing Command, whose officer in 
charge of construction for the 
facility is Rear Admiral H.N. 
WalMn. 

The work was carried on un- 
der the supervision of Comm^, 
ander R.P. Nystedt, resident 
construction officer at the 
Naval Air Station Oceana. 

The hangar, two years in con- 
struction, was built by Security 
Construction Company, Inc. of 
Richmond. 



I The value of building permits 
for new structures in Virginia 
Beach droR)ed sharply in May, 
but remained ahead of May 1967 
and far ahead of the total through 
1967. 

Roliert R. Loher, assistant 
superintendent of the Building 
Inspections Division said June 
promises to be a busy month 
for the issuing of permits and 
that dollar values should be 
high. 

By Tuesday, with only two 
working days in June, permits 
had already been issued for the 
start of 40 new houses and a 64- 
unit apartment complex. 

While May permits dropped 
to $4,303,463, they were stiU 
ahead of May 1967 by nearly 
$80,000. April 1968 permits 
however, totaled $7,186,093. 

New construction permits are 
moving toward a new record 
hi^ for 1968, barring any unfor- 
seen circumstances, according 
to building officials. Even with 
the drop in May, the value of 
permits throu^ May is more 
than $10 million ahead of a year 
ago and more than $4 million 
ahead ofthe present record year 
in 1965. 

Residential construction, 
single-family residences and 
apartments and townhouses, 
accounted for about three-quar- 
ters o^e May 1968 total. 

One of\ the prime reasons 
why building officials feel the 
value dropped in May was a 
new requirement that water and 
sewer line fees had to be paid 



before a building permit could 
be issued. Loher saidmalnywhr 
sought a permit were turned 
away in May until the fees 
were paid. ^ 

Tuesday Loher said after the 
two busy days, "They have 
paid those fees because we're 
starting to catch up now, and 
we're staying mighty busy!"

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The Case of the City Planners 



Undoubtedly the rumble about 
the lack of a quorum at a re- 
cent special meeting of the 
City Planning Commission Is 
not over. Vice- Mayor Robert 
Cromwell has calledNQr an 
Investigation into the mattei^ood^ 
probably something will come 
of that at Monday's next regu- 
lar Council meeting. , 

Like most, we consider the 
City Planning Commission the 
one single most important gov- 
ernmental body in the city short 
of City Council itself. In the 
hands of the 15 appointees Is 
held the future development of 
Virginia Beach. 

Most members of that body 
are conscientious hard-working 
individuals, extremely busy 
with their own regular vocat- 
ions. Yet they give of their 
time In one, twO| or perhaps 
three meetings a month and they 
view property all over the city 
which must be zoned. They are 
paid the paltry sum of ten dol- 
lars a month, regardless of 
the number of meetings and the 



amount of time and travel nec- 
essary for viewing. They rea- 
lize their recommendations to 
Council are immensely import- 
ant. 

As has been pointed out in a 
front page story, most mem- 
bers of the commission have 
missed very few meetings, with 
only six missing more than two 
meetings In 17 months. Obviou- 
sly the ones who have missed 
half or more of the meetings 
QT^ suspect, and those who have 
missed more can easily be crit- 
icized. 

But before the matter Is en- 
tirely blown up out of perspec- 
tive, we feel that those con- 
scientious gentlemen who have 
served well and have appeared 
at most meetings should be 
complimented, not condemned. 

Certainly there should ^ave 
been a quorum at the meeting 
In question, and Mr. Crom- 
well's call for on investigation 
was well-founded. But blanket 
disapproval and criticism Is not 
the answer. If some weeding out 
Is necessary, it should be done.

What does 
it take to make everyone seethe 
extreme dangers before us un- 
less sharp measures are taken 
to curb unrest, division and 
violence? There will always be 
deranged Individuals who sim- 
ply do not and cannot under- 
stand, but are compel led to 
violence by unrest.

Not a lawyer, or even a legal 
buff, I have no figures at hand 
to argue the fact that doing away 
with a4>ital punishment will not 
presuppose an Increase in 
crime rates. But such figures 
do exist. As do the arguments, 
by legal minds, that a man v^o 
kills, and knows that he him- 
self wlU be kiUed"by the "pu- 
bUc"-will not hesitate to kill 
again. 



The question is really not one 
of pros and cons that cstn be 
tallied point for point. It is 
the importance of human life. 
With the main purpose of law 
rehabilitative rather than ven- 
geful, how can any system jus- 
tify a ponishment— death— that 
would make that purpose for- 
ever impossible? 

The Supreme Court, without 
having to be concerned with 
satisfying voters, has always 
managed to stay a step ahead 
of them without enduigering 
their own power for good. When 
even the voting public under- 
going a growing sense of hu- 
manitarianism, a redfflnitioo 
of "ri^t" gnd "wroril," why 
can't this court take that one 
more step forward that is in- 
evitable.

iProblem Clear, Solution Obscure^ 

The following editorial is reprinted from VIRGINIA TOWN AND CITY, the official ma^ne ' 
publication of the Virginia Municipal League and affiliated organizations. 



The ei^odes of early April deserve the att- 
ention of every American, black or white, and 
particularly of every government official. Es- 
pecially must municipal officials pay heed to 
what is going on, and to what, if anything, can 
be done about It. It is no simple problem. There 
is no pat answer. Is it poverty? Or racism, 
black or white, or both? Is it prejudice? Is it 
Ignorance? 

No matter what it is, this racial strife has 
become a critical national problem. There 
must be a solution. Are we clever enou^ to 
find it? The concentration of Negroes in core 
cities, particularly in the East, Is in itself the 
gravest national problem. 

Political scientists, anthropologists, socio- 
logists, economists, theologists, and whatnot, 
all have their notions. One anthrlpologist 
thinks that technology has done us in. Man, 
says he, is an organism designed to travel 
through his environment at not more ftian five 
miles per hour. To travel faster as we do, he 
argues, is to deprive one's self of proper 



"sensorial perception." Man knows only what 
he perceives through his senses— of sight, 
hearing, smell, taste and feeling. If he travels 
too fast, he loses something, and is not wholly 
himself as he was molded in nature. 

Sounds sort of silly, of Course. But nobody 
can say why half of Virginia's hospital beds are 
for those who suffer from mental illness. It 
Is a crazy, mixed-up world we live In. Man is 
master of his environment, and should be care- 
ful of what he does to it. 

There is no clear course. But America has 
6 per cent of the population of the world, and 
nearly half of its wealth. It has 180 million 
whites and 20 million non-whites. The summer 
of 1967 produced troubles that resulted in 85 
deaths, 3,200 Injuries, 16,000 arrests, and $100 
million in property destruction. The early Ap- 
ril episodes should cause everyone to stop and 
think. An answer can be found and must be. 

Above all, let every person give earn^t 
thought to the problem, try to inform himself 
fully, and genuinely search for a solution.

More than ever before in our history, young 
people are interesting themselves enthusiasti- 
cally in public affairs. This interest is most 
dramatically evidenced In campus radicalism 
that is more destructive than oohstructive. 
However, these extremists are relatively few in 
number; by their violent words and deeds they 
focus attention away from the vast niajority of 
youths whose involvement is more responsible 
and thus more in the American tradition. 

By their energetic political activism, these 
young people put to shame those millions of 
their elders who fall even to vote when the 
opportunity arises. And undoubtedly the 18-to- 
21 group is by and larger better educated and 
better Informed than was the case with past 
generations at that stage of life. 

Logically, the issue of giving 18-year-olds 
the vote Is now coming to a hoid. To a large 
extent this is because we are involved in a war. 
The saying goes that "If you're old enough to 
die for your country, you're old enough to vote." 
We have not agreed with that line at reasoning 
per se. The qualifications for exercising this 
franchise of citizenship are not necessarily the 
same as those for military service. 

But this war is of such a nature that it has 
heightened the pace ofpolitical dialogue and in- 
evitably— especially—those under 21 have be- 
come {Mirtlcipants. The debate ranges flar be- 



yond the war Issue and while we may disagree 
with some of its manifestations, |t is generally 
an educative process, particularly for the 
young. 

President Johnson is only the latest of pol- 
itical figures to endorse the extension of the 
vote to 18-year-olds. Gov. Nelson A. Rocke- 
feller, Sen. Robert F. Kenpedy and others had 
previously spoken along that line. For three 
days earlier this month, the Senate Subcomm- 
ittee on Constitutional Amendments held hear- 
ings on a proposal to set this new minimum 
voting age for federal elections. 

For some time now, Georgia and Kentucky 
have permitted 18-year-olds to vote; in Hawaii 
aind Alaska, the mlnimums respectively are 20 
and 19. Other states are talking along this line. 
Recently Maryland's voters had an opportunity 
to make the change but voted down a proposed 
new Constitution including such a provi^on; 
whether they would have approved this one sec- 
tion if It had been -offered alone is g moot 
question. Virginia's Commission on Constlfii=^ 
tional Revision will no doubt be considering 
such a recommendation. 

But if, as President Johnson said this week, 
this is the time "to extend the range of young 
people's particliffltion in public llte,»» itsbould 
be on a nationwide i^sis. Congress should iffo- 
ceed with action on a constitutional amendment 
to that efiect.

It is this phllosophy""We 
operate the schools for the 
students "--that moves Vir- 
ginia Beach School Supf. E. E. 
Brlckell to talk with his city's 
students whenever and where- 
ever he can, and it ^as this 
philosophy that led to a recent 
luncheon meeting between 
Brlckell and seven student lea- 
ders from the local high schools. 
Attending the meeting with 
Brlckell were: Ted Clemmons, 
Bay side High School; John 
Wolfe, First Colonial High 
School; Jennifer Brown, F. E. 
Kellam High School; Cpthia 
Domme, Kempsville High 
School; Thomas Cooper, Prin- 
cess Anne High School; William 
Whesdos, Virginia Beach Jr. 
High School, and Jack Bowe, 
Union Kempsville High School. 
Most of the students are stu- 
dent government presidents; all 
are recognized by their class- 
mates as leaders, "They are 
fepresentatfve df today's Stu- 
dent leadership," said Brlckell.

Plant Treefuls of Bloom 



Flowerii^ trees give you the 
tdggest return in the number of 
tdooms—more than any garden 
tov^tment you can make. Many 
kinds, such as redbud, dogwood, 
flowering crabapple, peach, and 
cherry, explode Into thousands 
of blossoms [>er tree each year 
for a spectacular display. Most 
make outstanding specimen 
trees featured in a lawn area. 

The amadn^ fact is that most 
of these beauties cost five doll- 
ars or less. Each year, the trees 
get trigger and your enjoyment 
of them increases. 

Pick ablossom color, a height 
or shape, and there is a flower- 
ing tree to fill the bill. You 
can have trees in bloom from 
February to fall. The witch ha- 
eel pays little heed to cold, 
and delicately lines its bran- 
ches with soft yellow blooms in 
late February or March. Ano- 
ther variety of witch hazel de- 
fies, winter by blooming in mid- 
October.

spread of the roots. Miz peat 
moss in the excavated soil to 
loosen it. Chop the soil in the 
bottom of the hole and spread

June 
and July are ideal months in 
which to take cuttings of came- 
llias, azalea^ and rhododendron. 

Jake cuttings early in the 
morning while they are fresh 
and show no signs of wilting. 
Or select a cloudy, rainy day. 

e-«5 to 6 inches of the tip 
growth for cuttings. With azal- 
eas and camellias, cut just 
beneath a leaf joint on a slant. 
With rhododendron, notch stem 
and remove all leaves from 
bottom 2 inches of stem. Don't 
allow cutt^gs to become dry 
at any time; sprinkle leaves 
if necessary. 

Tip cuttings may be rooted 
in a grape box, apple crate, 
bread crate, or similar wooden 
box filled with a half-and-half 
mixture of sand and peat or 
a mixture of sand, peat moss, 
and vermiculite. If desired, dip 
base of cutting in a root in- 
ducing hormone before insert- 
ing in the rooting media. 

Insert cuttings 1 inch apart 
in rows 2 inches apart. Firm 
planting medium around stem of 
cutting with fingers or a straight 



One of the worst pest of 
pines in this area is the 
eastern gall rust. This is the 
bright orange, powdery sub- 
stance that is very conspicuous 
on a swollen portion of the tree. 
This orange material is actually 
the rust spores, This became 
visible in the past few weeks- 

As is the case with most 
rusts, this one has an alternate 
host. In the case of the eastern 
gall rust, the alternate host is 
the oaks, where it overwinters. 
It does no damage to the oaks, 
however. 

No efffective fungicide has 
been developed to combat this 
rust as of this time. The only 
means of control we have Is 
the pruning off of the affected 
part of the tree, and the burn- 
ing of the infected area. Some- 
tines they may mean cutting 
the tree down, and replacing it. 
This happens when the affected 
portion is on the trunk of the 
tree. 

This rust will weaken the 
tree, and may eventually cause 
it to die.

Cuttings and planting medium 
should be kept moist, but not 
wet, by spraying with a mist 
of water twice daily.

How to 
Sterilize 
Thermometers 

Thermometers, unlike tooth 
brushes or hair brushes, are 
usually shared by all members 
of the family. How should you 
sterilize a thermometer so it 
does the job without carrying 
infection? 

"Probably the simplest pro- 
cedure for home use would be 
to wash the thermometer with 
soap and water and then allow 
it to stand in a 70 percent 
solution of alcohol for at least 
10 minutes." 

This good advice comes from 
the American Medical Assoc- 
iation's Today's Health which 
also notes that rubbing alcohol, 
usually a mixture of propyl and 
ethyl alcohols of the right 
strength, is suitable. Of course 
the alcohol should be rinsed 
off with watei^ before using the 
thermometer.

Q: Omrboos^lants have many 
little wMte ftizzy bugs and a 
sticky substance on the leaves 
and stems. What are these and 
how can I get rid of them? 
D.A.A., Bajrside 

A: Your plants probably are 
being attacked by mealybugs. 
This pest can be controlled by 
spraying thoroughly with mal- 
athion. Mix 2 teaspoons of 50% 
emulsiflable concentrate per 
gallon of water. The "wetting 
power" of this spray will be 
increased by adding 1/2 tea- 
spoon of household detergent 
per gallon of spray. Direct 
spray to cover plant, especially 
down into crotches of leaves 
and stems. 

Q: I have had trouble with 
slugs -they have destroyed 
snapdragons, violets, tomato 
plants and other vegetables. 
How can I control them? 
Mrs. L.H.J., Pungo 

A: Slugs favor moist areas 
to hide in during the day-under 
stones, planks and garden 
debris. Clear out these places 
and Qse one of the slug baits 
based on metaldehyde, dusting 
with Chlordane is helpful. 

Q: How' do 1 prey.ent insect 
problems in my lawn? 
M.S., Virginia Beach 

A: To prevent insect damage, 
apply a 14-3-3 turf food that 
contains Chlordane and iSevin. 
If you are aware of insect 
problems from prior years, 
apply early to get ahead of the 
insect. 

Q: How can I attract more 
birds? 
J.R.N., Lynnhaven 

A: You can likely attract 
birds to your garden with a 
simple birdbath. Resist the 
temptation to surround your 
birdbath with shrubs where cats 
can hide. Birds like to see in 
all directions. But a well 
branched tree near thebirdbath 
will give them convenient per- 
ches where they can wait their 
turn and dry off after bathing.

Another meeting was held 
June 3 and recommendations 
were made again.

Councilman Curtis Payne, hi 
moving that the application be 
denied, said ^roval of this 
one request could very well 
cause a number of othe^ simi- 
lar requests at a time when 
municipal eiqinnsion is greatly 
needed. 

Just outside the proposed 
municipal area an applicat- 
ion for a zoning change to lim- 
ited commercial by the Nus- 
baum Real Estate Trust was 
approved providing that colonial 
V type buildings are built on the 
property compatible to those hi 
the city hall complex. A third 
request in the same area by 
Wilma M.Sirine, was denied be- 
cause the land lies within the 
proposed complex. 

Parking problems on the pre- 
mise caused an application by 
Judy Lowe Miller for a use per- 
mit to operate a snack bar in 
a 22-room motel under const- 
ruction on Atlantic Ave. to be 
deferred again for two weeks. 
The restaurant reportedly is ail- 
ready under construction. It was 
noted that it would be used prl-, 
marily for the motel customers, 
which was argued by Council- 
men who said a 22-room owtel 
oould hardly sivport it. 

The Planning Commission 
again recommended approval 



of a large housing development 
adjacent to Thoroughgood, but 
additional modificati6ns sought 
by Council caus^ another delay 
in the application by Herbert 
Kramer. Kramer spoke out for- 
cibly against the modificaticxis 
saying that he could build It 
-either way but was interested in 
the best possible development. 

The major arguments con- 
cern the size of lots abuting 
Thoroughgood, and the matter 
has been deferred several 
times. 

Three gas station sites along 
Independence Blvd., near the

Search for Missing Boy Is Fiitile 



The chairman of Virginia 
Beach's Recreation Commiss- 
ion, Maury Riganto, appeared 
before City Council Monday to 
present a resolution adopted 
by the commission at its meet- 
hig ttte end of last month. 

The resolution called for the 
designation of two area for rec- 
reattonal use when the land and 
f&cilihes become available. The 
sites In question are presently 
used as sewer lagoon sanitary 
facilities, one a 25-acre site at 
Kemp's Landing and the other 
a 53-acre sUe in Lynnhaven 
borough near the General Hos- 
plia} fli^VlrgMs'Beach. 

As city sewer facilities be- 
come available, the lagoons will 
no longer be needed and the 
commission feels the lakes and 
surrounding lands would make 
excellent sites for recreation. 
Riganto again pointed out the 
critical need for open land for 
this purpose in Virginia Beach. 

He told Council that Redwing 
Park has been jammed almost to 
capacity in recent weeks and 
that the Lynnhaven site re- 
quested could serve as "another 
Redwing Park." 

There is no ttmetable for the 
lagoons being abandoned at pre- 
sent and Council had not heard 
of the resolution vid commiss- 
ion requests before the.Monday 
meeting. While Councilmen 
noted they were in sympathy 
with recreational needs, they 
took the resolution under ad 
visemeitf without taking oiyae .

As this paper went to press 
an investigation was continuing 
into the disappearance of Rod- 
ney F. Gray, 111, who is pre- 
sumed to have drowned inGreat 
Neck Lake. 

Gray, 14, son of R.F, Gray, 
Jr., of Sterling Point and Mrs. 
Miriam Gray, of North Lake- 
side Drive, was reportedly last 
seen in the vicinity on a "float- 
ing" island in the lake. 

Police quote three youths, 
who had camped with young Gray 
Saturday ni^t, as saying Gray 
spoke of attempting to swim 
through one of the underwater 
tunnels of the island. The trio 
was identified' by police as 
Barry Price, 15, Tony Price, 
16, and John Daniel, 14, all of 
whom reside near Gray's home. 

The Island is located about 50 
yards from the east bank of the 
lake, and is comprised of float- 
ing debris, grass and mud. The 
island is described as "float- 
ing" since it reportedly rises 
to the surface of the four to 
five feet deep lake as a result 
ot gases r^eased by the sun's 
heat during the daytime, and 
settles lower in the lake during 
the ni^t. 

A. search of the lake began 
Sunday afternoon within mom- 
ents of Gray's disappearance. 
Search teams discontinued op- 
erations late Monday afternoon 
after having failed to find any 
trace of the boy, or any clue 
to his whereabouts. The 12- 
foot tunnel Gray reportedly att- 
empted to swim was searched, 
without any sip of the youth 
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Divers even broke up the 
"island" with a five-foot log 
attached to ropes in hopes of 
finding Gray. Visibility in the 
snake-infested lake was report- 
ed near zero, and one of the 
divers was nearly trapped dur- 
ing the set^ch by the under- 
water roots, vegetable growth, 
and mud. 

Those who took part in the 
search operation were the men 
of the Ocean Park Volunteer 
Fire and Rescue Dept., under 
the directton of Dept. Chief 
George Lyon; divers from the 
VirgMa Beach poUce departr 
ment, Sgt, Norman Morse and 
officers George Ball, and Dick- 
ie Munford; as well as mem- 
bers of Underwater Demolition 
Team 22 from the Little Creek 
Naval Amphibious Base ident- 
ified as EN 3 Harry Coleman, 
MN 3 Jerry Hill, PMSN Randy 
Thompson, RM 2 Pat Bennett, 
and ADJ 3 Bryant, whose op- 
erations were directed by Chief 
Dow Byers. 

Mrs. Gray, despite urgings 
of poUce and friends, refused 
to give up a vigil for her miss- 
ing son as the search continued 
late Sunday evening. Gray's 
father also remained with the 
rescue teams throughout their 
long, fruitless search. 

At mid- morning Monday, 
searchers again returned to the 
lakeside campstte where Gray 
and his companions had spent 
Saturday nlg^t, only to find 
young Gray's dog lying on Qie 
bank, apparently waiUng for the 
return of his master. 



Search parties ended their 
search of tiie^iake Noonday af- 
ternoon after finding no trace 
of the missing youth. A spokes- 
man said there were no plans 
to continue searching the wat- 
«^ unless something new 
should indicate their return was 
necessary. Officials said they 
would continue their investiga- 
tion into iity clues which may 
lead to the whereabouts^ young 
Gray. 

One diver said tt was poss- 
ible his body would never be

^1 City Council Monday sounded 
the death knell for the 14-year 
old Police and Trial Board by 
adopting a resolution directing 
ttie City Attorney to prepare 
such enabling ordinances as 
may be necessary for the dis- 
solution. 

The resolution read, in part, 
"Whereas, in the opinion of 
the Council of the City of Vir- 
ginia Beach, the use of more 
modern personnel procedures 
has eliminated the need for the 
Police and Trial Board; and 
Whereas, the Charter of the 
City of Virginia Beach does not 
require the contlnuaUon of the 
Board, Now Therefore, Be It 
Resolved by the Council of the 
City of Virginia Beach, Virginia: 
That it is the intent of this 
Council to dissolve the Police 
and Trial Board, and to assign 
its personnel management func- 
tions to the City Manager pend- 
ing the receipt of possible alter- 
native re(X}mmendations from 
the Personnel Committee here* 
tofore appointed." 

The Resolution also directed 
Jchn Fentress, Clerk of Coun- 
cil, to send a letter to each 
member of the Board express- 
ing appreciation of Council for 
their work. 

Adoption of the resolution 
came with no dUcusslon on a 
7-2 vote. Councilmen Kenneth 
WhitehursLj||^MfilCLl«^ult 
Vdlirip^TLawFpr Mar- 
shall, a former member of the 
Board, had left the meeting, 
but he said later that he pro- 
bably woqld havo abstained be- 
cause ofhis former association. 
G. Dewey Simmons, the other 
Goim^lsian not {veseitt, is hos- 
pitalised. 

Revert Cromwell, vice- 
mayor and chairman of the 
CouncH's four-man personnel 
committee stressed the fact 
that the abolition of the Board 
came about not as the result 
of any pressures from within 
or without and not as the re- 
sult of any unfavorable pub- 
licity. He noted that such a 
move had been contemplated for 
some timet 

The Board came into the 
limelight recently when Richard 
Holland, then its chairman, was 
accused of conflict of Interest, 
in dealings a company he heads 
had with the city. Holland re- 
signed, and although Common- 
wealtti Attorney Andre Evans 
said action would be started to 
recover any funds concerned, 
no such action has since been 
released by his offlce. 

There had been speculation 
that the Board would be abol- 
ished at the last meeting after 
Holland resigned, but one Coun- 
cilman said It wa%^ot done 
immediately to spare the feel- 



ings of the other Board mem- 
bers. He said Council did not 
wish to show any lack of re- 
spect for the members of the 
work they had done in the past. 

The actual vote on the abol- 
itton will come in the next 
two consecutive meetings of 
Council. 

Some sort of grievance 
committee is reported to be 
favored by the personnel comm- 
ittee and other Councilman to 
serve the police department. 
Such a committee will probably 
be set up within the city's per- 
sonnel dept. 

The Board had come under 
^Bsiderable criticism from 
Opuncllmen who noted they were 
not always sure how much say 
they had over the Police Dept 
or the Board. Compl^nts In- 
cluded the fact that the Board 
could hire a Police Chief, not 
Council, and that the Board had 
absolute power over hiring and 
firing of the department.

Noel Coward's "Hay Fever" 
Is a tired old drawing room 
comedy, full of pompously cle- 
ver, sophisticated lines and 
people. It probably rolled 'em 
in the aisles in the early 30's, 
but the bigger than life madcap 
shenanigans today are lucky to 
glean a stifled chuckle from the 
more erudite In the audience. 

The Little Theatre of Vir-

the cast. While the Cockney 
maid and the actress, as well 
as a couple of others do it well, 
some others are very bad. The 
son, with his southern accent, 
obviously comes from South 
England. 

The pl^ is really nothing 
more than a character study 
of prcrtotypes. The four fam- 
ily members each Invite a guest 
for the weekend, each without 
telling the other. This does 
not make for homogeneous 
grouping to say, the least. The 
confrontation of all eight— the 
four guests being relatively 
sane compared to the family- 
Is the action line of the play. 

Gwen KIser tries valiantly 
to hold it all together as the 
aging actress, almost ready for 
a reassuring affair. Her timing 
and her voice, added to a nice 
characterization, present a 
charming picture. 

George Mentz, as her hus- 
band, does a nice job in a 
thanklAs role and presents an 
imposing figure on stage. 

The characterizations of the 
half-mad children never really 
come across. Granted they are 



conltising in the writing but 
Gretchen Otto and Mike Barlow 
are not consistent. Barlow also 
mistakes rushing his lines for 
intensity, causing a mushy line 
delivery. 

Mary Lou Hollowell, as the 
maid, is funny and excellent. 
Her walk aiMl her actims are 
deUghtful. 

The mother's guest, Michael 
Donahue, seems more confused 
than the playboy boxer's role 
demands. Joseph Duffy, as the 
daughter's guest, a diplomat, is 
a bit too reticent and retiring 
for the role. Terry Moore, I 
think, is supposed tobe a woman 
of questionable morals as a 
model for the father's literat- 
ure, but one couldn't be certain. 
In fact, I'm not sure what she 
was trying to create, but she 
did not do it well, 
'^Laura Rice, as the son's guest 
a vamp, was pleasing and han- 
dled the role well. 

It Is uiiortunate this pro- 
duction marks the 20th anniv- 
ersary production of the theatre 
group. Director Penny Martin 
and the entire group is capable 
of a lot better.

Now the group has no problem 
getting members for rehear- 
sals. "With my wife playing 
Friinch horn, William Krtii^ on 
the tuba and myself on trum- 
pet," reported David, "we 
needed only a trumpet and trom- 
bone to achieve proper instru- 
mentation for vtiat we had in 
mind." 

After discussing the Idea of 
a brass quintet with members 
of the Norfolk Symphony, two 
names were suggested. They 
Were Joseph Hart and David 
Williams, both students at Old 
Dominion College, and the two 
decided to Join the group. 

"Th9 Virginia Beach Brass 
Quintet," they were named in 
a church bulletin by accident, 
and the name stuck with the 
group. Tuttle added, "So much 
of the talent in the Tidewater 
area is located in Virginia 
Beach, :^et most of this talent 
Is shifted to Norfolk, ^i^ere 
there are adequate facilities for 
the performing arts. We would 
like to see some of this talent 
shifted back to its 'home', so 
we became known as the Vir- 
ginia Beach Brass Quintet." 

The quintet's first half year

Supt. of Schools E.E. Brick- 
ell appeared before City Coun- 
cil Mcmday to request a total 
of $800,000 to cover a deficit 
in the school budget for this 
year, Imt the money came from 
transfer of school funds, not 
new appreciations from the 
general ftind. 

In a cover letter to Council 
explaining the "over run," 
Brlckell said, "The greatest 
single factor In the excess ex- 
penditure has been the addition 
of some 75 badly needed class- 
room teachers... and by the 
employment of thes« 'unbud- 
geted' persons, we have been 
enabled to maintain a favorable 
pupll-t»cher ration in our 
schools." 

Brlckell added that badly 
needed additional remedial and 
corrective reading teachers had 
been employed, as well as nec- 
essary supplies purchased. In- 
structional cost, however, acc- 
ounted for almost half the funds 
sought in the transfer. 

City Council approved the 
transfer of funds after a com- 
plete explanation by Brlckell. 
$300,000 was transferred from 
the School Operating Balance 
to the Current Operating Fund 
and $500,000 to the School Op- 
erating Fund from excess rev- 
enue currently on hand. 

Councilmen and Brlckell both 
noted that it was commendable 
that the money could be found 
in current funds. Brlckell told 
Council he would have been a 
"little more hesitant" about 
appearing had not the funds been 
readily available for transfer. 

Schools also figured in the 
Council meeting in another way. 
Council did not adjourn, as such, 
but simply recessed until yes- 
terday at noon when the meet- 
ing was reconvened at the School 
Administration building to acc- 
ept bids on approximately $10 
million in bonds to finance 
school construction. The bond 
issue was approved in Jantary 
of this year. Part of the school 
bonds will be bid at a later 
date. 

The bonds were sold to the 
lowest bidder, Morgan Guaranty 
Trust Co. of New York. The

Burgess. 

The group is composed of 
professional law enforcement 
officers, educators, business- 
men and members of the leg- 
islature. It will make its re- 
commendations to the next 
session of the Assembly. 

Johnson, chief of police of the 
old city of Virginia Beach frVm 
1948 until merger with Princess 
Anne County in 1963, is one of 
three commission tp embers 
who is a member of the Vir- 
ginia Chief Association. He is 
also past president of the Vir- 
ginia State Grime Clinic, the 
Tidewater Crime Clinic, the 
Virginia Police Association and 
the Virginia Graduates of the 
FBI National Academy. 

He said he is hpnored to have 
been chosen a member of the 
commission both for vUmself 
and for Virginia BeacKr^ 
worked through the Virginia 
Chiefs Association on the for- 
mulation of the bill creating the 
commission. 

"We have all recognized a 
long overdue need of having 
some uniform minimum stand- 
ard of training for all law en- 
forcement personne 1," said 
Johnson. "The work of the 
commission should render a 
tremendoiik aid in selectingand 
training law enforcement 
officers." 

Johnson added that the Tide- 
water area is fortunate in having 
leaders who recognized the need 
for cooperation among depart- 
ments and have set up in- 
service training and advanced 
training programs for partici- 
pating law enforcement agen- 
cies.

Life on the whole has been 
pleasant for the Plylers in Tide- 
water, and they plan to remain 
here when Plyler finishes his 
last tour of duty with the Navy, 
in about 130 days. 

"We won't go back to Penn- 
sylvania," he said. The fam- 
ily's native state is still lar- 
gely agrarian, he added, with 
little or no opportunities for a 
guided missiles technician. 

"But this area will eventually 
be one of the largest metro- 
politan areas in the east one 
day," Plyler went on. "When 
the Peninsula, and Fas tern 
Shore and all Hampton Roads 
is connected.

Grin and Bear it, Fentress 
Says of Court Docket 



"I'm afraid there's nothing 
we can do but grin and bear It," 
said Virginia Beach Circuit 
Court Clerk John V. Fentress. 

He was referring to the high 
case load of the city's three 
Circuit Court Judges, which he 
added Is getting worse all the 
time. 

Fentress said that a new 
judgeship cannot be created un- 
til the 1970 session of the Vir- 
ginia General Assembly, and he 
added that the case load of the 
present judges will be fantas- 
tic by, that time, with a large 
number pending. 

More than 3,000 cases were 
settled one way or the other In 
1967 but left more thap 2,300 
more pending. And addition^ 
cases of all kinds have been 
filed at a record pace since 
the first of the year, according 
to Fentress. 



The judges fe^ with other 
overtime Hours and speeding 
justice as much as possible 
without denial of a fair trial 
they can handle about 1,000 ca- 
ses a year, far above the state 
average for high court Judges. 

There Is no assurance that 
another judge will be named in 
1970, since the need is based 
on population and other circum- 
stances. But Fentress hopes 
one will be named. In the mean- 
time, he said he expects more 
,and more overtime sessions 
simply to keep on top of the 
docket.

Dredging 

To the Editor, 

. To dreage or not to dredge; 
only the nformer part of that 
question interests the residents 
of Bay Island. Last Monday, 
June 10, the Broad Bay Civic 
League met at 8:00 PM at the 
Lynnhaven Colony United 
Church to hear City Engineer 
Holloman discuss the dredging 
of the' south side of Bay Is- 



land. The main problem in 
dredging is finding suitable ar- 
eas for disposal of dredge mat- 
erial; at least three acres are 
needed. To add to this problem 
are several more: the Broad 
Bay Civic League has sent two 
petitions ii;^ the past two years 
to City Hall; many residents 
have had to sell their boats 
simply because they could not 
navigate the waterways behind 
their houses. 

Mr. Holloman explained that 
while he had little power if any, 
the person to see would be the 
new City Manager. "Dredging 
is no simple matter," Hollo- 
man said, "special plans must 
be drawn according to where the 
spoil area will be located, the 
IMks must be connec)iedi^.«aU 
of this takes several days to 
do a few hours' work,V. , ,, , 

The question the residents 
want answered is why can't they 
dredge now? At the moment 
the dredge is at the beginning of 
Long Creek near Seashore State 
Park. Plans are that it will con- 
tinue to dredge the length of 
Long Creek. Instead, the hope 
is that the south side of Bay 
Island may be favoNd with a 
visit soon because the area 
which has been used previously 
for spoil (the Levine property) 
by a government contractor may 
be sold or occupied in a year 
or two. This particular section 
is becoming quickly populated 
leaving limited open land for 
dredging purposes.

Can We Wave the Flag 
too Much? 



The following is the reply of S.L. DeLove on the Know Your History Hour, December 30th, 
1956, to a listener who wrote as follows: "Your programs are wonderful—especially the no 
commercials— but you are waving the flag too much." 

It has been reprinted annually in many national magazines, newspapers and radio stations, 
and is a part of the Congressional RecorJ. Dr. DeLove is the author of "The Quiet Betrayal" 
and president of Independence Hall of Chicago. 

Tomorrow is FLAG DAY, 1968. 

Is it possibR to wave the flag too much? 
Provided, of course, that you wave it with in^ 
tegrity? Is it possiMe to study Llncolnor 
Shakespeare too much? Is It possible to read 
the Bible too much? < 

The great, the good, the true, are inexhaus- 
tible for inspiration, example and strength. I 
believe that we are not waving our flag enough, 
not nearly enough. 

It seems to me that we are developing a ten- 
dency to be tlmkl or even apologetic about wav- 
ing the stars and stripes. Walk upand down the 
streets on July 4th and count the flags. It is 
our nation's birthday, a sacred day In world 
history, the most Important day of America. 
Why isn't the flag flying on every rooftop and 
from every home and building? This complacent 
attitude is strong evidence of cancerous pat- 
riotic decay. The flag is a symbol of our nat- 
ional unity. It is the spirit of our undying devot- 
ion to our country. R stands for the best that 
is in us... for loyalty, character, and faith In. 
democracy. 

Isn't our flag a synonym of the United States 
of America. Does it not represent man's 
greatest, noblest, most sublime dream? Is it 
not the zenith of achievement, the goal to which 
generations have aspired? 

Ladies and gentlemen, I believe it is time for 
us... for the mad, rushing Twentieth Century 
American... to stop for a moment and think. 
Let us arrest our near reverential admiration

Should not every home own and proudly dis- 
play the colors on holidays and other such occa- 
sions? Isn't the flag Patrick Henry, Jefferson, 
Franklin, Washington, Nathan Hale, Gettysburg 
and Valley Forge, Paul Revere, Jackson and 
other great men and women who have given us> 
our heritage. When you look at the flag can't 
you see the Alamo, Corrigedor, Pearl Harbor, 
The Monitor, The Merrimac, Wake Island, 
and Korea? Lest we forget, isn't the flag Flan- 
ders Field, Bataan, IwoJima, Normandy, Babe 
Ruth and Davy Crockett? The great events of 
our past and present are wrapped up in our 
flag. 

It Is a symbol of this blessed nation, a giant 
in industry, education and commerce. MiUiMis 
of fertile square miles, wheatlands, cool mines, 
steel plants. Our great repidiUc, Uie clmen 
infant destined to be man's last and remaining 
hope for suffering humanity, a shining beacon 
of light, noble and glorious, the haven for ttie 
oppressed and persecuted and truly God's gift 
to mankind. 

\ That is what the flag means to me. Can we 
wave it too much? I don't think so.

Douglas Barnes 
Recalls the 20* s 



F. Scott Fitzgerald has be- 
come the more or less offic- 
ial chronicler of the twenties. 
But closer to home ttiere's 
another participant in the 
Gatsby era, admittedly "over 
fifty," «*o is such a vital, 
active woman that most people 
would probably find It difficult 
to believe that she was. gradu- 
ated from Randolph-Macon in 
1923. 

But Douglas Barnes, (Mrs. 
Richard Warren), a substitute 
teacher, photo-journalist and 
grandmother of three, recently 
returned to her home In the 
Mayflower Apartments from 
her 45th class reunion at Lynch- 
burg, full of talk about the \(ray 
the college had been in 1919 when 
she entered as a freshman at 
17. 

Mrs. Barnes had grown upon 
the campus, so the reunion was 
more than simply that: it was 
going home again. Her father. 
Dr. Benjamin Arnold, Jr., was 
head of Randolph-Macon's his- 
tory department and taught at 
the college 45 years before his 
retirement. Both he and Mrs. 
Arnold are buried on the cam- 
pus. 

But one of the houses the 
Arnold family lived in during 
Mrs. Barnes' girlhood has been 
torn down, eind there are other 
changes, involving the co-eds, 
just as deep. 

The class reunion was sched- 
uled to coincide with comm- 
encement exercises and Mrs. 
Barnes, camera In hand, app- 
roached one new R-M graduate, 
walking across the campus with 
a young man, and asked the 
couple if they would mind her 
taking their [dcture. 

"Whereupon," she laughed, 
"they went Into a violent kiss. 
I asked them if they were en- 
gaged, and they both said 'Why, 
no!' " { 

In 1919, the picture was diff- 
erent. Douglas Arnold Barnes 
had never dated until she was 
a freshman in college. That 
year, she moved into a resi- 
dence hall— "right across the 
street from Mother and Fath- 
er"— and even went so far as 
to bob her hair in 1920. 
"I was one of the first girls,, 
^ at ^wiflolBftsW^con to t4.^i 
hair, tt was very daring to 6om«| 
back in the fall, after that first 
year, with your hair cut. Fath- 
er was terribly upset with me." 

Dating restrictions were con- 
siderably different In the early 
twenties, too. Written permiss- 
ion, recalls Mrs. Barnes, was 
required from the parents of 
both the boy and girl Involved. 
That written permission all- 
owed the boy to visit the girl 
in a supervised dating parlor, 
period. 

"We weren't supposed to ride 
In cars with boys," she said, 
"once I rode two blocks with 
a boy I'd gone to high school 
with. We were on the honor ' 
system, and I turned myself 
tn and was campused (res- 
tricted) for six weeks." Dr. 
Arnold, once again, was "up- 
set."

But college co-eds are coll- 
ege co-eds, and restrictions 
can't really alter that. "We 
were flan>er8, of course," 
Douglas Arnold Barnes laughed. 
"We rouged our knees, rolled 
our stockings. We looked awful. 

She smiled about seeing one 
girl running to Commencement 
last week wltbher flowing robes 
covering a very brief pair of 
Shorts. "But I know forafact„" 
she went on, "that at least three 
girls In my class graduated in 
1923 in their teddies— that was 



a little chemise, you can't im- 
agine- -it was so hot." 

Being an "Odd" or an '^Ev- 
en," depending on the year in 
which you graduated being div- 
isible by two, was impo^it In 
1923. "1 was an Odd,*^ said 
Mrs. Barnes. "We had our own 
pine tree— the Odd Tree—and 
we used to fi^t, physically, 
with the Evens around that tree, 
pulling hair, that sort of thing. 

"It was a beautiful big tree," 
she added, "and we'd climb up 
in It and jump on Evens. Un- 
fortunately, It was struck by 
lightening a few years ago, and 
now the old black, charred 
stump has been painted red by 
the class of 1968— Evens, don't 
you see." 

But not all fun and games. 
Randolph-Macon was the first 
Southern women's college to 
offer the type of curriculum 
that had always been considered 
"for men only."

"It was as if, after you had 
graduated, there were some 
things you should stand for, I 
don't think that's changed. 

"I hadn't been back there in 
almost thirty years," she said. 
"And you dread a thing like 
that— because it never is the 
same. But it wasn't a sad time, 
ftill of memories, but not sad. 

"I was glad to get back, glad 
I have a job, that my husband 
is still with me, glad not \o be 
living In the past."

Then in November and 
December the grubs are mostly 
ftiU grown and go down again in 
the soil to pass the winter. 

The Japanese Beetle is des- 
tructive in two stages Of its 
life cycel: 1) as a grub and 
2) as an adult. 

As a grub it feeds on the 
grass roots or roots of other 
plants below ground surface. 
Damage occurs as small, brown 
patches or yellpwint of the 
grass area. The turf becomes 
loose and can be rolled up like 
a carpet which will expose the 
grubs and their activity. When 
you pull this sod up If more 
than three grubs per square 
foot are found, there is heed 
for immediate treatment. 



Moles are often attracted to 
lawns that are populated by 
beetle grubs and other insect 
larvae. The best way to dis- 
courage them from tunnelling 
through your 1"" n is to elimi- 
nate the grubs which is their 
food supply. The application of

' The life cycle of this insect 
is Interesting, and it is des- 
cribed briefly. 

During January- February the 
beetle grub is in a winter cell, 
varying from 6-14" deep in the 
> soil. In March- April the grub 
begins to come up to iie sur- 
face to start feeding. During 
May the grub forms a cell 
and prepares to pupate. Right 
now in June the grub changes 
to a pupa and then to an adult 
which emerges from the ground. 
During July th6 beetle lays 
eggs in the grouirf— preferably 
in the sod or grass portion of 
your lawn. In Aupst these eggs 
hatch, and the young feed on 
the grass roots. During Sept- 
tember-October the grubs con- 
tinue to feed and grow 



As an adult the -Japanese 
beetle is destructive to roses, 
flowering shrubs, shade and 
fruit trees. Toward the end of 
June the adults appear and are 
active for about 45 days. On 
sunny hot days their metallic 
green backs can be observed 
on the upper parts of plants 
where they begin to make lace 
work of the leaves. They will 
also destroy the rose buds and 
blooms.

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Annuals and perennials 
should not be neglected as they 
often are. This is especially 
troe if annuals are to remain 
attractive until frost, or for a 
second bloom of flowers on 
some perennials. In order to 
maintain annual and perennial 
flowers, tbis includes sufnmer 
flowering bulbs, it is important 
to keep these suggestions in 
mind. 

Remove all faded flowers to 
prevent seed production; If the ' 
plant is allowed to go to seed, 
its period of flower product- 
ion wiU be shortened. 

Herbaceous plants, which in- 
clude all annuals and pere- 
nni|Js, require a good deal of 
mo6|(ure and must be watered 
thofott^ly. During dry weather, 
moisten the soil to a depth of 
4" t6 5*'. After watering, re- 
move ft spade of soil to deter- 
mine the depth to which the wa- 
ter tias penetrated. Mulching 
helps conserve moisture. 

Annuals and perennials may 
be rejuvlnated by cutting the 
plants back drastically. This 
encourages new growth which 
will flower and produce a new 
display of color. Petunias 
should be pruned back since 
they become quite tall. These 
can be pruned as late as Aug- 
ust and still produce a good 
display of color. Snapdragons, 
2innlas, marigolds, and many 
other annuals should be cut and 
used in arrangements. 

Mildew and leafspot diseases 
are quite troublesome in late 
summer, especially on zinnias. 
Covering the plants with a fun- 
gicide will help prevent this 
from becoming a major prob- 
lem. It should be applied at the 
first signs of mildew. 

Tall-growing annuals and 
perennials should be staked to 
prevent damage from heavy 
winds or rain.

Q: I would like to use some 
liquid fertilizer. Can you advise 
me on the types and how to 
use them? 
R.P.E., Kempsville, Va. 

A: Liquid fertilizers are pop- 
ular and are designed to be 
■diluted in water and applied with 
a hose-end applicator or sprink- 
ling can. Most of these plant 
food crystals are a high ana- 
lysis such as 23-21-18. They 
are compatible with most in- 
secticides and fungicides. 

They are excellent for sup- 
plemental or transplanting sol- 
utions. 

Follow the dilution table and 
mixing directions on the label. 

Some of these materials wili 
feed through the foliage as well 
as through the roots, A lialf 
strength solution should be 
used. Supplement liquid feed- 
ings with regular dry fertilizer 
S4>plicatlons as needed. 

Q: I have a lot of seed headdT 
spearing in my lawn. Whal^ 
are they? 
J.B.K., Alanton 

A: These possibly are the 
seed heads of annual bluegrass 
(POA ANNUA). However, al- 
most all blue grasses form seed 
heads at this time of year. 

Q: What do I do with the fol- 
iage of Spring flowering bulbs 
that are still in the flower beds? 
I want to plant some annuals. 
G.W.K., Virjglnia Beach 

A> It's a little early to re- 
move the foliage from Spring 
flowering bulbs, Walt until the 
foliage turns brown or yellow. 
It does not present a neat app- 
earance, but it is necessary for 
the food in the leaves to be trans- 
located to the bulb for next

For Slant and Howell 



Democratic National Commi- 
tteeman and 1st Congressi(»ial 
District Democratic chairman 
Sidney S. Kellam of Vir^a 
Beach twice this week has iss- 
ued terse statements denying 
support of one Congressional 
candidate and one gubernator- 
ial candidate. 

The gubernatorial candidate 
is State Sen. Henry Howell, Jr. 
of Norfolk, whom Kellam said 
he 'tii& gSv^ no indication of 
supporting. This came about 
after speculation that he was 
supporting Howell. 

The Congressional candidate 
is John F. Rixey, seeking the 
democratic nomination for the 
2nd Congressional District, 
which includes Norfolk and 
Portsmouth. 

Rixey charged that his agp- 
onent Frederick T. (Bingo) 
Stant had made a compact with 
Kellam and that It ai^eared 
that Kellam was movii^ to in- 
fluence politics in Norfolk and 
Portsmouth. Rixey called the 
alleged alliance an . "alliance 
of cynicism." 

He added that Stant was man- 
ipulating the forthcoming pri- 
mary election and had "surr- 
endered" to Kellam. 

Stant immediately denied the 
charges, saying that he and 
Kellam were "warm acquain- 
tances", but added that they 
were political opposites. He 
added that Kellam and Rixey 
had always been on the "same 
side of the fence", in the past 
and noted that most of the for- 
. mer Byrd organization Democ- 
' '* rats in Norfolk were supporting 
Rixey, 

He sasked, "VL I have any in- 
fluence wiQi Mr* Kellam, ^y 
aren't they backing me?" 
. Staiit noted that Rix9y bad 
been aliped with Kellafti lallt 
year ^uring the hotly coitfested 
races here, but that he is now 
aligned with Jack, Etheridge, 
regarded as head of the anti- 
organization forces in Virginia 
^ch. 

Kellam replied to Rixey's 
chargejftlso concerning "a his- 
tory of two years of defeat 
behind him (Kellam)." 

The statement issued by Kel- 
lam read, "The statement by 
John F. Rixey, candidate for 
Confess from the 2nd Congre- 
ssional District, that I have 
entered into any alliance with 
Frederick T. Stant, Jr. is ab- 
solutely in error. 



"Mr. Stant has not sought m^ 
suK)ort. I have not seen him 
since he became a candidate.

Board 
Adopts 

Texts 

New social studies textbooks 
were adopted for grades one, 
two and three, by the Virginia 
Beach School Board .Tuesday 
to replace texts which have 
been in use seven years. 

Mrs. , Mildred Wilson, ele- 
mentary supervisor on the 
committee to select the next 
texts, explained that the series 
emphasizes "sound humad re- 
lations." She termed social 
studies "the most important 
subject in today's world," be- 
cause "the technology to put 
together a bomb is no good 
unless we know what to do with 
it." 

She said the committee de- 
cided on the three-book series 
because it encourages both self 
respect and mutual respect for 
others. There were three groups 
of texts chosen for final sel- 
ection. These were evaluated 
by classroom teachers then 
tested in classrooms. The final 
choice was the series pidslished 
by Silver-Burdett. 

The School Board also voted 
to extend tiie use of the Roberts 
English Series to the eighth 
grade, with hopes of adding 
one year at a time until It is 
used in grades 3-12. Presently 
the linguistic approach series 
is used in grades 3-7 then in 
grades 11 and 12. Supt.Brickell 
said the gap between 4;rades 8 
and 11 made it difficult forboth 
stwients and teachers. 

The Board also voted to ex- 
tend the maximum cumtUative 
sick leave from 60 to 90 days 
in a 10-year period to coincide 
with the State sick leave plan. 

I1.S. Abernatby was appointed 
clerk of the School Board, a 
Job fiUed bySupUBrlckdlslnce 
Jiejwth ot Misf. Frances 
^mflfib^ tormW ct^k, last 
spring. Abernattqr was formerly 
superintended of schools in 
Nansemond County, a Job he 
left to become director of bus- 
iness affairs in the Virginia 
Beach Schools.

Expected at Council Mon. 




City Council meets in regular 
session Monday morning at City 
Hall amid a backdrop of unrest 
concerning possible conflict of 
interest. 

After It was revealed that 
the chairman of the Police and 
Trial Board, Richard Holland 
was allegedly in violation of a 
state conflict of interest law 
because a firm he headed did 
business with the city, Holland 
resiped, and since that time 
the Board has been disolved. 
Council takes final action on 
that Monday. 

At the time of the dissolu- 
tion, the head of Council's per- 
sonnel coromitiee. Vice-mayor 
Robert Cromwell, Jr. made it 
clear that the board had been' 
under scrutiny for some time, 
and that the abolishment did not 
come about as a direct result 
of the conflict of interest charge 
or because of pressure from 
anyone. He noted that the com- 
mittee had been studying per- 
sonnel requirements in the city 
for about a year. 

The Yarger report, clearly 
defining Jobs and Job classi- 
fications, was adopted about a 
month ago by Council, and 
Cromwell noted that the dis- 
solution of the Police and Trial 
Board, in attempts to stream- 
line the personnel department 
of the city, was merely aiiother 
logical step. 

At the same time Cromwell 
added that the committee would 
probably recommend that some 
sort of grievance board within 
the personnel department might 
be set UP to handle any pro- 
blems. Again he made It clear 
that there were probably other 
boards and^Qmmisslons opera- 
ting -l&Aii. Uty which are no 
longer needed or which can be 
streamllnM. 

He recommended to Council 
In its executive session Monday 
that another committee be set 
up to study this matter, saying 
that he d}d not have the time 
to head another such committee. 

"But this is definitely not 
Intended to be a 'witch-hunt', 
said Cromwell. "The com- 
mittee just feels that the entire 
makeup of the boards and com-

missions should be examined as 
part of our modernization pro- 
gram." 

Cromwell added that he sees 
this as the next step, and not 
as an outgrowth of recent bad 
publicity in the Police and Trial 
Board matter. 

Conflict of interest problems 
are due to arise in the examina- 
tion, particularly in light of 
recent stories which have ap- 
peared in a Norfolk newspaper. 
The stories have named per- 
sons who serve on several com- 
missions and examining boards 
without compensation, but

The transport^on surveys in 
Princess Anne Plata and Wind- 
sor Woods requested by die Vir- 
ginia Beach Development Coun- 
cil are nearly completed and 
vdll be presented to die council 
at a meeting in the near future. 

As part of a study concerning 
the possibility of public trans- 
portation in the city, council 
president Dick Cockrell asked 
that the surveys be made. Based 
on the results and on the results 
of additional surveys in odier 
areas, the council will compile 
the information and recommend 
to City Council what canbe done 
about public transportation in 
the city, both now and in the 
future. 

C.E. Oliver, 2nd vice-pres^ 
Ident of the PlaaaCivlc League, 
handled die survey for Glenn 
McClannan former president 
and fur 
PeterSoh; 

of the Windsor Woods Civic 
League, handled the survey 
there. 

In the Plaza, about 400 printed 
questionnaires were given to 
school bus drivers who handed 
them out to their student riders 
in all sections of the sprawling 
area, with the exception of 
Kennett Grove. 

Oliver said that the question- 
naires were so placed as to get 
a representative answer from 
all areas of the development. 
He said that 101 of the forms 
were returned, and that 100 of 
them "definitely wanted some 
type of public transportation." 

The questions that were asked 
listed nine places to which the 
residents mif^t like public 
transportation from near their 



homes. They were: Princess 
Anne Plaza Shopping Center, 
the Princess Theatre, Plaia 
Roller Rink, Pembr(Ae Mall, 
Oceana Naval Air Station, Dam 
Neck, City Hall, die beachfront 
and other.

Men Fight Un*;onventional War 



A Navy man serving with a 
most unconventional unit in an 
unconventional war was recen- 
tly involved in a major battle 
with Viet Cong guerrillas in 
Vietnam's Mekong Delta. 

Boiler Tender-Fireman 
Jimmy A. Arnesen, 20, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. John A. Arnesen, 
now of Virginia Beach, is a 
member of River Assault 
Flotilla One, the Navy compon- 
ent of the unique Army-Navy 
Mobile Riverine Force oper- 
ating in the delta. ' 

On May 8, Arnesen was 
aboard Monitor gunboat 91-1,- 
one of several heavily armed 
and armored Na^y craft sweep- 
ing a vital water crossroads 
area southeast of the city of 
My Tho. He was manning the 
boat's 40 millimeter cannon 
when the column of river assault 
craft came under intense enemy 
fire fr^m both banks of the 
narrow Ba Lai River. 

"We were firing on the bank 
to divert attention from the 
boats that were landing troops," 
Arftesen recalled. "All ot a 
sudden it broke out; they started 
shooting, and we shot back." 

During the 15-minute battle 
whic)i ensued, Arnesen's boat 
suffered two recoilless rifle 
hits, one on the right forward 
section of the boat and the 
other on the stern. It was the 
latter which did the most dam- 
age, tearing a pping three-foot 
hole and letting water flood into 
the craft's after compartment. 

While Arnesen and his fellow 
crewmen ^d seen the explosion 
of the first recoilless shell, the 
damage in the stern was not 
discovered until a battle damage 
check was made. 

At this point, the sailors 
turned from their new and often 
unfamiliar role of close combat 
with the enemy in the tree- 
shrouded jungle, to techniques 
of damage control which axe 
much the same for the smallest 
riverboat or the largest ship. 
The rule of survival is; Keep 
your craft afloat, ^ 



The crew of Monitor 91-1 
knew the rule and they did their 
job well. They controlled the 
flooding in their boat, and then 
lashed a badly damaged assault 
support patrol boat alongside, 
towing it from the battle area 
to a repair ship anchored in 
the My Tho River nearby. Hero, 
in less than 24 hours, a major 
repair job had been performed 
on the -monitor and three other 
heavily damaged boats and they 
were again ready for action. 

This was not the first time 
the gunboat, reminiscent of the 
Civil War ironclad from which 



it derives its name, was badly 
damaged in delta action. Pro- 
viding close gunfire and logis- 
tic support for ajrmy infantry- 
men, it has prowled hundreds 
of miles through the narrow 
canals and streams which inter- 
lace the marshy delta. While 
other river craft carry army 
troops into otherwise inaccess- 
ible areas, the monitors provide 
heavy firepower. 

"I wasn't as scared this 
time," concluded Arnesen, "al- 
though the damage to the boat 
was more serious than ever 
before." 



*The Common Glory' 
Begins 21st Season"^ 



AS the outdoor historical dra- 
ma, "The Common Glory," op- 
ens its 21st anniversary season, 
it is fitting that one turn his eye 
on the early history of theatre 
in Virginia and view the theatre 
in Williamsburg that nurtured 
the growth and continued pres- 
entation of such a drama. 

The wealth of the tradition 
of the theatre in Virginia is an 
often overlooked fact. Theatres 
in Virginia in the 18th and 19th 
Centuries flourished inWil- 
liarasburg, Petersburg, Ri- 
chmond, N r f 1 k and Freder- 
icksburg. This was the connect- 
ing link between the English 
and Continental theatre tradit- 
ions and those of the newly 
developing native drama. A 
playlet entitled, "Ye Bear and 
Ye Cub," put on in Accomac 
County in 1665, is the first 
recorded English speaking per- 
formance in America. By 1716, 
in Williamsburg, the first the- 
atre of the western world was 
built and occupied by a troupe 
of strolling players. The fam- 
ous Company of Henry Hallam, 
the first fully professional com- 
pany with a gjassical repertory, 
made its appearance in Will- 
iamsburg in 1752. 

Historical investigation has 
shown that there was about the 
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playhouse in. Williamslnirg 
something reminiscent of the 
dramatic contrasts of Shakes- 
peare's theatre. Dirty faced 
street urchins, yeoman farmers 
and energetic tradesmen 
crowded in upon aristocratic 
planters and |adies, hesitant 
about their rolitlp suchapld)- 
lic place. Students from the 
College of William and Mary 
were notorious for hooting the 
actors and ogling the ingenues. 
And in the middle of such hur- 
ley-burley, Thomas Jefferson 
and George Washington satreg- 
ularly in the stalls, and on 
occasion men such as Patrick 
Henry were pointed out and dis- 
cussed in hushed voices. 

Unfortunately, the, theatre, 
like the entire city of Williams- 
burg, declined when the capitcd 
was moved to Richmond in 1780. 
With the loss of its position as 
governmental center of Virgin- 
ia, the city also relinquished its 
prominent position as culturiil 
and mercantile leader and be- 
came a quiet county seat and 
college town. Professional the- 
atre in Williamsburg was dead. 
What little activity there was 
remained minimal until the late 
1920's when Althea Hunt began 
the William and Mary Theatre 
at the College, 

However, the first profess- 
ional endeavor of the 20th cen^ 
tury began in 1947 with the pre- 
miere of Paul Green's drama 
of the American Revolution, 
"The Common Glory .'^ Fitt- 
ingly enough, the play inters 
around the role of Williams- 
burg and men like Jefferson, 
Henry and Washington in bring- 
ing the new nation into exis- 
tence.

Glory" is still going strong, 
after %vSfsas of presentinl a 
theatrical, iliw of the glori(His 
past ofjilliamsbuf g and Vir- 
ginia, if has beAi said »at the 
theatre is whei;t man goes to 
see his own^lnage.

Peihbroke East Still 
Awaits Settlement 



Plans for the building of Pem- 
broke East, another large mall- 
rtyQe shopping center adjacent to 
thi erxlsting Pembroke Mall 
Sh^ng Center, are stiU being 
delayed by legal cases. 

When plans for the new shop- 
ping center were revealed, it 
was also announced that Thal- 
himer's, a large department 
store home-based in Richmond, 
planned to build a large store 
on (me end of the mall. It was 
later announced that Woolco, 
the discount store arm of F.W, 
Woolworth and Co. would build 
on the other end. Both stiUplan 
to be part of the center. 

Since that time cases have 
been filed claiming that certain 
property on which the present 
center is built, property on 
which Princess Anne High 
School Is built and property 
where Pembroke East would be 
built belongs to an estate be- 
cause certain streets contained 
in an old plat were never offic- 
ially closed and reverted to the 
estate. 

Spokesmen for the Terry 
Corp., devetopers of both cen- 
ters, ancj^ spokesmen for the 
city have not commented on the 
m^er, but the case is sch- 
eduled to be heard later this 
year, perhaps in late fall. 

Original plans for the con- 
struction of Pembroke East cal- 
led for groundbreaking this fall, 
which has l>een delayed. A num- 
ber of smaller stores, which 
had planiMd to become tenants 
have been reluctant because 



of ttie suits, according to a 
Terry Corp. spokesman. He 
said that a nuinlber of substant- 
ial leases from strong: 0ut-of 
town interests are still being 
negotiated, however, and that 
their announcement of intention 
to be in the new mall could be 
forthcoming shortly. 

There is some speculation 
that the final settlement of the 
case could StiU be as much as 
a yev away, and there is no 
deflnite date set for the start 
of construction. 

Meanwhile on the other side 
of the existing mall, plans are 
moving ahead for the develop- 
ment of Pembroke West, asys- 
tem of high-rise office build- 
ings. A Terry Corp. spokesman, 
s^d naX there is a possibility 
several tenanto who had plann- 
ed to be in Pembroke East may 
locate in Pembroke West tem- 
porarily. 

The first commercial venture 
to open there will beat»ranA 
of the First Colonial Bahk, 
scheduled to open in a tempor- 
. ary building In Pembroke West 
on July 15 of this year. The 
bank opened its home office 
In Malibu Towers recently. 



Law Students Get 1st Hand Experience 

A groti) of 40 young men 
are serving as Summer Police- 
men in Virginia Heath* 

The men are law studoits 
from various colleges who are 
spending their summer vaca- 
tions from classes by familiar- 
izing themselves with "in the 
field" police work in order to 
gain a practical applicatlcm of 
what they learn in the class- 
room. This marks the fburth 
year the program has been used 
in Virginia Beach. 

The majority, 35 of them, 
are working out of the 2nd police 
precinct, while one of the men 
has been assigned to the traffic 
bureau, another to the 1st pre- 
cinct, with the remaining three 
having been assigned to the 3rd 
precinct. The re^onlng behind 
assigning the bulk of the. men 
to the 2nd precinct is the in- 
creased workload in police 
duties each summer with the 
large number of persons who 
concentrate in the Beach Bor- 
ough during the summer mo- 
nths. 

Capt. R. C. Davis, 2nd pre- 
cinct CO., told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN a number of the 
men are married, and their 
families are living here with 
them. Several of the men work- 
ing here this year have also 
served in the same capacity 
in years past. Those men with 
past experience, whenever 
possible, are assigned to patrol 
car radio units, while the 
majority of meti who have Joined 
the program for the flrst year 
are assigned duties of walking 
a beat or on special assign- 
ments along the ocean front 
of the city. A number of the men, 
according to Capt. Davis, are 
also working as plain clothes- 
men on special undercover de- 
tails or on surveillance details. 
Each of the men receive the 
salaries which are normally 
paid a new police officer during 
his probation period of employ- 
ment. Before assuming their 
duties the men receive at least 
20 hours of classroom instruc- 
tion on the functions of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Police Department, 
training in the use of firearms 
on the police special weapons 
range, and attend briefing 
sessions which will familiarize 
them with the various work 
they would encounter on each 
of the shifts to which they 
may be assigned during a nor- 
mal work day.

If it is the pleasure of polit-* 
leal factions or newspapers 
other than this one to hunt 
witches to create unrest or to 
satisfy peculiar political am- 
bitions, we cannot stspp them.

We would 
hope not, because then a witch- 
hunt is in order statewide in 
every nook and cranny of every 
hamlet and its governtrient, per- 
haps beginning in the State 
Office Building. \ 

We would hope the legi^ation 
was meant to keep any flagrant 
violation and personal gain from 



public office out of our govern- 
ment. 

The law, it would seem, is 
ambiguous, and because it is 
not clearly drawn, has the ten- 
dency to contradict Itself in 
separate sections. Before the 
witch-hunt gets underway per- 
haps the place to start would 
be with the law itself... to see 
if it really covers all those 
that have been indicted by 
printed and spoken intimation. 
If the law is not a good one, 
it should be changed, or at least 
made specific, and understand- 
able by all in the same way. 

We know that Gity Council 
would not undertake any witch- 
hunt in its calm and deliberate 
reappraisal of boards and 
commissions, but will study 
the matter logically and correc- 
tly. But about those political 
factions and publications we 
are not so sure. Too often those 
involved are quick to criticize 
for their own personal gain. 

The city of Virginia peach 
must not lose its professional 
and businessmen who help reg- 
ulate and operate this city.

It should 
be ended and punished, but guilt 
through publicity is no way to 
handle such an important matter.

The following editorial, concerning a recent ruling of the United States Supreme Court, appeared 
in a recent issue of the Newport News daily newspaper, the DAILY PRESS, and because of the 
timeliness of the subject is reprinted here. 
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The Supreme Court of the United States, 
which in recent years has found various ways 
to handcuff law enforcement, has now made a 
move in the opposite direction. The "stop and 
frisk" decision handed down this week will en- 
able policemen to act decisively, when the 
occasion demands, 1^ coping with Individuals 
who act in a suspicious manner, and thus 
prevent violent criminal activities. 

The 8-1 ruling doesn'tpermit indiscriminate 
"patting down" of citizenry in a random search 
for evidence. It simply states that a limited 
quest for guns and knives is proper and con- 
stitutional if questioning leads an officer to 
fear that a suspect is armed and might harm 
someone. 

The majority opinion covers 27 pages de- 
tailing how and when police can frisk for wea- 
pons, and goes on to declare that the ruling 
will b^ refined on a case-by-case basis, acc- 
ording to "concrete, factujJ circumstances," 
and^"the courts still retain their traditional 



responsibility to guard against police conduct 
which is overbearing or harassing...." This 
is as it should be. 

But reasonable leeway has been left: "The 
officer need not be absolutely certain that the 
individual is armed; the issue is whether a 
reasonably prudent man in the circumstances 
would be warranted in the belief that his safety 
or that of others was in danger." 

It is an unfortunate fact that guns and knives 
as well have come into the hands of many mem- 
bers oP the criminal element; statistics on 
crimes committed by those weapons have grown 
to staggering proportions, and law enforcement 
, officers in large numbers have been among the 
victims,, By setting forth the terms under which 
police nay protect themselves and society the 
high court had belatedly moved to alleviate 
a major problem. The fact that the ruling, 
coming from this particular tribunal, is sur- 
prising, doesn't make it any less welcome. 



The New Mental Health 
Laws in Virginia 

The following editorial appeared in the spring 1968 issue of MENTAL HEALTH IN VIRGINIA, a 
publication of the Department of Mental Hygiene and Hospitals of the Commonwealth of Virginia. 
Dr. John I. Bowman, Jr. of Virginia Beach is a member of the State Hospital Board. 



Virginia will take another' forward step in 
thfe care, treatment and protection of theffler^ , 
tally ill or mentally retarded patient on OcK 
ober "l, 1968, when the new mental healt|(,,cqf3r 
becomes effective. Because the vast majbrlty 
of the readers of Mental Health In Virginia 
are associated with or have an interest in men- 
tal illness and retardation and because the 
changes and revisions in the new law are so 
important, this Spring issue of the magazine is 
devoted entirely to the publication of Title 
37.1 of the Code of Virginia. 

One of the main thrusts of the new code is 
that it repiresents a shift from judicial to med- 
ical emphasis the care of mental patients. Ano- 
ther is to modernize the phraseology and eli- 
minate archaic terms. 

Gone are such words as "inmate," "de- 
tention," "commitment" and "furlough." In- 
stead the terms "patient," "retention," "ad- 
mission" and "convalescent leave" now app- 
ear. The admission laws are rewritten so as to 
encourage more voluntary admissions. Epi- 
lepsy is eliminated as a cause for admission 
to a mental hospital. 



In February, 1967, Virginia's mental hospi- 
tals were assigned a geographic service area 
and patients were admitted regardless of race. 
Therefore, the new code carries no designate 
ion c^ a patient by color. 

And something new was added. Virginia caii 
now join a compact of about 35 other states 
for cooperation in the transfer of mental pat- 
ients. The language of this chapter calls for a 
system that recognizes the importance of the 
welfare of the patient, regardless of his prime 
residency. 

There Is also a new chapter on community 
mental health and mental retardation service. 
Implementation of this will strengthen the De- 
partment's mental hygiene clinic program ifa 
that when this portion of the code in fiuided, 
there will be money for construction grants 
as well as for staffing for mental health centers 
In which in-patient services will be added to 
the consulting services and out-patient treat- 
ment. 

Dr. Hiram W. Davis, commissicner, hails 
the new code with: "It dignifl^ mental illness."

Buck Teeth 
May Correct 
Themselves 

Not all protruding teeth need 
braces. Somtimes they correct 
themselves. This coinfortlng 
(and economical) news comes 
from Dr. LaForrest D. Garner, 
associate professor of Ortho- 
dontics at Indiana University 
School of Medicine. 

In a recent paper Dr. Garner 
reported that sometimes "mix- 
ed dentition" occurs in youngs- 
ters between seven and 14 years 
of age. That is, baby teeth re- 
main In the dental arch while 
the second teeth are coming in. 
This sometimes causes s flared 
or bucked tooth appearance. 
However, this may be self- 
correcting, providing there is 
no underlying skeletal problem, 
or If persistent fingersucking, 
tongue trusting or Up biting 
don't interfere. 

Spaces between various teeth 
also often close up as the second 
teeth come in and develop.

During periods oi wet weathor 
or extremely high humidity, 
those ^0 have ^ple tree^ 
planted on their grounds need 
to be on the look-out for «p^e 
scab. Scab can usually be se^ 
first on the leaves, but most 
often Is not noticed until It Is 
actually on the fruit Itself. 

This disease resembles a 
"scab" aniearance, and Is dark 
gray In color. It i4>pears on 
the skin of the fruit, harming 
only the appearance of the fruit, 
not affecting the meat of the 
fruit. 

Apple scab Is caused by a 
ftrngiis. To control it, and pro- 
tect your trees against it, a 
good fungicide should be used. 
Three that are quite frequently 
used with good results are cap- 
tan, folpet (Phaltan), andfer- 
bam. Directions on the con- 
tainer should be followed for 
their application. 



To remove orange or 
lomon juice stain from a 
white cotton tablecloth, first 
riib baking soda on each side 
of the stain. Then moisten 
with cool water. After a 
few minutes, rinse well, 
then wash as usual In your 
machine, using warm water.

the money to go to school was 
nice." 

He smiles, "But the com- 
pany did take up the option, 
and by then I'd decided that 
this was the way to do it.

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HatcheiVs Last Meeting

In sharp contrast to a meet- 
ing earlier this month, City 
Ccwncil moved with dispatch 
through a short and not terribly 
controversial docket in 38 min- 
utes, then adjourned. 

But in that time Council auth- 
orized the sale of $1.25 million 
sewer bonds already appro- 
ved by voters last January. At 
that time $18.5 million in varr 
ious types of bonds were app- 
roved, mostly for schools. 

In addition Council awarded 
contracts for two sewer pro- 
jects. 4'G. Plnkston Co. was 
the low ^bidder for trunk lines 
to serve one section of Lake- 
vllle Estates, with a $152,722 
bid and A. Stuart Boiling Co. 
was low with a bid of $151,360 
on another project in the same 
area. Hampton Roads Sanitat- 
ion District is expected to pay

tracts. 

Only one zoning matter came 
before Council, and it was again 
deferred.

Mailhes pointed out that pet- 
itions are still available and 
anyone who has not signed one 
and is a qualified voter can do 
so in the next week. He said if 
one cannot be located, the pros- 
pective siper may call the 
Chamber of Commerce at 428- 
1922.

House to 
Consider 
Impact Cut 

Debate on the cutting in half 
of federal impact funds should 
reach the floor of the House of 
Representatives in Washington 
within the next few days. 

The House Appropriations 
Committee has recommended 
halving the funds by placing 
a national ceiling on the amount 
that could be received for edu- 
cation of children of parents 
who work for the federal gov- 
ernment but do not live on fed- 
eral property. The funds for 
federally-connected students 
wbost vu«^ live on 
prei^ty \«nihHiotije1ouched. 

If me committee's recomm- 
endation ^ses, Virginia would 
suffer nearly a $15 million loss 
in impact funds, about $5 mil- 
lion in Tidewater along, Vir- 
ginia Beach has a large num- 
ber of federally connected stu- 
dents, and has long-counted on 
the impact funds for education. 

Until recently the state had 
been taking half of the amount 
given by the federal govern- 
ment for statewide distribution, 
but this was struck down re- 
cently so that localities aff- 
ected would get all coming to 
them. 

The impact funds were set 
up about 15 years ago to off- 
set tax losses suffered in lo- 
calitles because federal 
property is exempt from local 
taxes and because service- 
lOonnected families often pay 
taxes elsewhere. 

First District Congressman 
Thomas N. Downing is fairly 
optimistic, however, that the 
full funds can be restored be- 
fore the bill is passed. He said 
that last year efforts to restore 
the funds were successful when 
major cuts had been recomm- 
ended. He expects the debate 
to be lively on the floor of the 
House. 

Retiring City Manager of Vir- 
ginia Beach, W. Russell Hat- 
chett, long an advocate of full 
impact funds, fired off a long 
letter to Virginia's two sena- 
tors and ten Congressmen last 
Friday objecting to the cuts and 
urging their support for obtain- 
ing the full funds when the bill 
reaches the floor.

The Virginia Beach Planning 
Commission and City Council 
have already approved the mar- 
ina' to be constructed there, 
along with a large motel. Wayne 
McCIesky, speaking for the cor- 
poration told Council at the time 
of approval that the marina 
would be constructed as soon 
as possible, but that the motel 
depended on future financing. 
He hinted that adverse publicity 
concerning the dredging there 
had not been helpful. 

The Army has sent a notice 
to all who might be interested 
in the marina project, a.nd tiie 
permit is expected to be iss- 
ued deprading on any effects 
it would have on navigation, 
fish and wildlife, conservation, 
pollution and the general pub- 
lic interest. 

Although no public bearing 
is contemplated on the matter, 
the engineers have asked that 
District Engineer no 1 a t e r than 
July 24. 

Meanwhile dredging in Rudee 
Inlet has received a boost from 
the federal government. The 
Virginia Beach Erosion Com- 
mission was told at its meet- 
ing last week that some federal 
funds will be available, ending 
a long wait for that informat- 
ion. 

The Erosion Commission re- 
ceives federal funds for all 
sand replenishment materials 
it places along the oceanfront- 
resort area and Is pumping 
this material currently from 
the Rudee channel and an ad- 
jacent sand trap area set up to 
gather material being pushed 
in by tides. 

The Army Corps of Engin- 
eers will participate on a 50-50 
basis on ^1 new material dred- 
ged in the trap, depending up- 
on surveys to be made. The 
commission has authorized 
plans for a new booster station 
nearby to handle more material 
and to pump sand as far north 
as 28th Street. 

The commission's small 
dredge will continue mainten- 
ance work in Rudee Inlet for at 
least another year, while the 
large dredge will work20hours 
a wedc through Oct(^r to fin- 
ish cleaning out the sand trap. 
There is still an estimated 
73,000 cubic yards of material 
to be pumped out. 

After the trap is once com- 
pletely cleaned it is hoped that 
small shoals will stop forming 
in the area.

City officials are constantly 
studying methods to provide 
ample space for surfers, and 
rules which apply to surflng at 
the city's miles of beaches de- 
pend upon where you pursue 
the sport. 

There Is year round surfing 
from sunrise to sunset at the 
Steel Fishing Pier. Surfers 
must stay in the area 200 feet 
north of the pier. The area ex- 
tends more than 600 feet north 
on the beach. 

Between sunrise and sunset 
surfers may surf anywhere 
from Fourth to 42nd streets ex- 
cept from May 15th through Oct. 
1 when surfing is not authorized 
from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

From 42nd Street to Fort 
Story surfing is not authorized 
between 10 a,m. to 6 p.m. from 
May 15 to Sept. 10, 

There Is no surfing between 
the south boundary of Dam Neck 
FAAWTC and the northern 
boundary of Little Island Park. 
Surfing is permitted at Little 
island from the north side of 
the pumping station pier north 
800 plus feet year round ex- 
cept Between May 15 and Sept. 
10 when surfing Is not permitted 
from lla,m. to 5 p.m. 

Surfing is permitted year 
round wittK)ut restrictions from 
the Back Bay National Wild- 
life Refuge to the North Car- 
olina line. However, surfers 
are not permitted behind the 
barrier dune line.

Two more pushbuttons are 
being added to the Touch-Tone 
telephones to get ready for the 
world of tomorrow, according 
to L. Floyd Patrick manager 
of the Virginia Beach office of 
Chesapeake and Potomac Tele- 
phone Company of Virginia.

The problem seems to be that 
the playwright r^eats the love- 
«^hate relationship scenes over 
and over, long after the audience 
is aware of what he is trying 
to say about the theme. 

On op^ng ni^t the play was 
about 30 minutes too long, tnit 
director Paul Iddings, cut it 
some\^hat after that. Actually it 



could use a great deal (rf ji;0i- 
dous cutting, aoi only of ex- 
tremely wordy soen^, but of a 
good deal of the action witt 
some of the minor characters. 
Sheared to proper length, it is 
more likely that this story of 
a family destined to suffer 
tragedy and Indignity upon In- 
dignity would be more poigiont 
and have more to say. If the 
author and Wedgewood plan to 
take this play on to larger 
vistas, it must be reworked. 
Some comedy relief may also 
be needed because of the emo- 
tion-lad«i scenes. 

Fortunately the Wedgewood 
production is blessed with the 
marvelous acting of Claudini^ 
Iddings as Marysha. Her sen- 
sitive characterization of the 
immature, deeply passionate 
woman turned disillusioned and 
bitter is outstanding, expecially 
in the final scene where the 
love-hate theme culminates. 

Larry L. Glaister, as the 
disillusioned, daydreaming 
count turned menial laborer 
gives a good performance of the 
sometimes cruel and bitter, 
sometimes protective and lov- 
gin hustMUid and father, but 
falls short of creating the im- 
posing character the Count must 
be. 

Ron Reid and Carolee Sllcox 
portray her brother and sister- 
in-law and both do workman- 
like jobs with unclear ly written 
character. Reid makes the most 
of the emotion-laden scenes he 
has, but Miss Silcox is forced 
by her role to underplay. Her 
age is never quite clear, but 
her walk is like a woman of 80. 

The three children in the play, 
Kyle Iddings, Johnny Ward and 
Terry Hutchens, shine and their 
roles are well- written. Young 
Iddings does an excellent job 
with a beautifully written and 
poignant role. 

Roby Brown, as one of the 
uncouth neighbors deserves 
special mention also for his 
all-too-clear characterization 
so reminiscent of -A Streetcar 
Named Desire."

History will probably prove 
that William Russell Hatchett, 
Sr. was' actually ahead of his 
time. 

Long, before Lady Bird ever 
thought about planting trees, 
be worked dilligently to beauti- 
fy Vir^a Beach and tried to 
interest officialdom everywhere 
to join in. 

His aifti-Utter campaigns of 
years |^t came long before

the pr(*lem was ever fully re- 
cognized. 

He is extremely proud of a 
citation on his wall from 
Hampton Roads Sanitation Dis- 
trict for his efforts in getting 
anti- pollution legislation thr- 
ough barring oil being dumped 
near beaches...many years be- 
fore water and air pollution 
were ever considered a real 
probleni. 

He wrote to Sen. John Kennedy 
in 1960, saying that he expected ^ 
him to be the next President, 
znA that he should consider a 
system of two-year junior coU- 
eges across America to meet 
the increasing demands of ed- 
ucation. Another suggestion in 
the letter was for a system of 
limited access arterial high- 
ways across this nation. The 
letter went unanswered, one of 
the few times "Cap'n Russell" 
did not get an answer to his 
many letters to the greats and 
near greats, but Inter state high- 
ways and junior colleges came 
into being a few years lateir. 

Russell Hatchett almost 
pulled off one of the greatest 
coups ever heard of for Vir- 
ginia Beach. He almost brought 
the United Nations Keadauarters 
to Cape Henry. Site of the first 



landing by English colonists in 
this country. 

He still has a file of corres- 
pondence several inches thick 
on the matter. He was working 
with the State of Virginia to 
give up part of Seashore State 
Park, with the U. S. Army to 
give up part of Fort Story, 
with the governments of the 
Tidewater cities and counties, 
with the State Department and 
the Secretary of State, and with 
notables from all over the 
world. 

He almost did it, but when 
things were looking really good, 
suddenly New York won. But 
Russell Hatchett had brought 
national recognition to Virginia 
Beach and he had almost pulled 
off the trick of the century. 

Russell Hatchett wis born 
65 years ago in Yanceyville, 
N.C. He was educated at Trinity 
Park Preparatory School and 
Trinity College now called Duke 
University. 

He moved to Norfolk in 1925 
where he was in the shipping 
business. In the early 1930's 
he moved to Virginia Beach, 
which he loved immediately 
after coming to the area. A 
friendly man, several people 
suggested he might be inter- 
ested in politics, and in 1938 
he defeated the incumbent, 



Edward Woodhouse, for the job 
of treasurer of the town of 
Virginia Bedch, then a tiny 
hamlet on the oeeanfront. 

"It was a slow-moving small 
town then, " he said, "And it 
was just a nice place to live. 
I remember -that first budeet 
I worked with was about a quar- 
ter of a milUon dollars." (The 
budget this year is about $36 
million.) 

He had another reason for 
liking Virginia Beach too. In 
1925 he was stationed at Camp 



iiig because of "political rea- 
sons." 

"The political pot was really 
boiling at that time, and I ran 
against the Organization for the 
State Senate," said Hatchett. 
"I lost when Jack Etherldge was 
elected in 1951." 

He went Into private business 
ill Virginia Beach with r»^al 
estate and Insurance, but was too 
late; politics was in his blood. 

In 1952 he announced for Gov- 
ernor of Virginia. Although he

Ambler, 
also with Ford, lives in Vir- 
ginia Beach, as does daughter 
Martha, now Mrs. Hugh E. 
Owens, Jr. There are nine 
granddiildren. 

His wife said, "You could call 
Russell Mr. Virginia Beach. 
^He's got sand in his shoes. 
He loves Virginia Beach. It's 
been my only rival since we've 
been married." 

Hatchett was re-elected for 
another term as teasurer with- 
out opposition and then was 
elected Commissioner of Rev- 
enue for two terms of Princess 
Anne County and the town of 
Virginia Beach. He resigned 
to become the first Town Man- 
ager of Virginia Beach in 1950 
when the town adopted the Coun- 
cil-Manager form of govern- 
ment. 

He served in that capacity 
for a short time before resign-

wltharew before the primary he 
became known statewide. 

It Is Ironic that the majority 
of his platform planks have now 
been adopted. He was against 
the poll tax. He wanted In- 
creased teacher salaries. He 
proposed tk-wmrais^oato att- 
ract industry to Virginia, He 
opposed a toll system of high- 
ways. He proposed a broader 
mental health and hospital pro- 
gram. All have come to pass. 

He says he was never really 
a crusader, but that things aff- 
ected him more intensely when 
he was young. 

"Age has a lot of compensa- 
tions," he said. "Even ten years 
ago I might have gotten more 
involved and blown up more 
about some things. Time is on 
my side now." 

While he had been town 
Manager he had been active in 
charities too. 

charities too. He organized the 
first Community Chest for Vir- 
ginia Beach and was its first 
chairman. When he was out of 
politics he had more time to 
devote to scouting, where he 
had always been quite active, 
and to bowling. He was once 
on a championship bowling team 
and won several trophies. 

He stayed in private business 
until he resolved his differences 
with the Organization and in 
1955 became the City Manager 
of Virginia Beach, then large 
enough to be a city. 

"I was glad to be back," he 
admitted, "I had really been 
like a fish out of water." 



From 1955 to the consolida- 
tion of Princess Anne County 
and the city ofVirglnia Beach he 
served in that position, then 
became the first City Manager 
of the giant city, with all its 
giant problems of growth. 

It has been said many times 
that Sidney Kellam put the mer- 
ger together, and Russell 
Hatchett made it work. He 
chuckles every time he hears 

it. 

Russell Hatchett is really a 
modest man, but he considers 
himself a professional City 
Manager, having served in so 
many elected and appointive 
positions before taking over the 
large city of Virginia Beach. 

He - never played favorites 
in his tenure of office. He 
even gave up his poker, gin 
rummy and bridge games with 
"the boys" while City Manager 
so that he couldn't be accused 
of any favoritism. He admits 
the job can sometimes be "the 
lonliest job in the city." 

He faced many problems in 
his time, from whales washing 
up on the beach, too many 
pigeons flying over, the tragic 
Ash Wednesday storm, and too 
little money for improvements 
but his door was always open. 
His phone rang often, and he 



answered a lot of mail, always 
fuUy. 

He is greatly concerned for 
the future of Virginia Beach 
with the continuing growth Iwt 
he is happy to see the city in 
the ' 'capable hands of my friend, 
Roger Scott." 

"Probably my greatest con- 
■ cern has been in trying to effect 
a good and fair water contract 
with Norfolk. I hoped to work 
it out before I retired, but it 
dldh't work out that way," said 
Hatchett. "A fair proposal is 
now being considered, but it 
won't be consumated in the 
newspapers. Everyone wiU hear 
about it when it's settled." 

The Hatchetts plan to relax 
a lot and travel a little, even 
back to Norway where he had 
so manv haonv memories re- 
presenting the city of Virginia 
Beach at the dedication of their 
own Norwegian Lady. 

He signs his letters..."For 
peace". And that's just what 
Russell Hatchett stands for. 
' His successor, Roger M. 
Scott takes over the reins on 
Monday. He had this to say 
about his former boss: 

"It's going to be a really 
tough job to follow as dedicated, 
capable and vivacious a man as 
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Russell Hatchett. His guidance, 
training and leadership over 
the past three years will be 
invaluable to me beginning Mon- 
day and for the rest of my 
career. It has been an bonor 
and a pleasure to work for 
and with such an outstanding 
gentleman and pubUc servant." 
What finer words could bring 
to a close a third of coAury 
of service?

A Cheering Report 

The following is part of the NEWS REPORT FROM THE UNIVERSITY, published by the 
University of Virginia. It discusses a timely problem and what has been done so far in Vir- 
ginia about it. 



No Cuts, Please 



How can Congress, In good 
faith, even recommend any cut 
in federal Impact funds to areas 
like Virginia Beach especially 
at this time? 

Congress Is certainly aware 
ot the needs of education. That 
has been evident In recent years 
In legislation to aid education. 
But^ then tRe H ouse Appropria»-^ 
trons committee, In its zealous 
idetire to art federal spending 
hat recommended a halving of 
federal impact funds given to 
areas with large federal iy- 
connect«d populations to offset 
the lois oif taxes to that area 
caused by them. 

The program Is 15 years old 
and has |^ reolJy Jbeen ade- 
quate sinoo thot time', but now« 



at a crucial tir:ne in the educa- 
tion of our youth, moves are 
afoot to chop this needed money 
in half. The loss to Virginia 
Beach would amount to an Im- 
portont million dollars or so 
that City Council will have to 
find somewhere. We can guess 
that the Virginia Beach tax- 
payer would be somewhere, 
T»hlch ti not fdlr. 

Our Congressman, Mr. Tho- 
mas downing, is fairly optimis-* 
tic that the recommended Cuts 
can be restored. We certainly 
hope so. in this day and age 
where the federal governrfient 
is supposedly putting such em- 
phasis on education it'would be 
shame to see a real crimp 
put in JtJn a fast-growing city 
like Virginia Beach. 



For most Americans summer is travel- 
ing time, whether it means transporting child- 
ren to camp, taking an extended family vaca- 
tion or just heading for the nearest beach 
or lak^ for a week end. 

They are aware that the pleasures of summ- 
er travel are tempered with the chill of sta- 
tistics recounting highway mishaps, and they 
sometimes wonder if it's wiser to buckle 
your seat belt and hope for the best, or 
just stay home. 

Safety-minded Virginians should be cheer- 
ed by a report from Hiram M. Smith Jr., 
director of public information for the Sov- 
ernor's^Hlghway Safety Committee, It is pro- 
bable, says Smith, that the 1968 General 
Assembly produced more effective highway 
traffic legislation than any of its predecessors. 

His report appears as the current News 
Letter from the Institute of Government at 
the University of Virginia. Smith feels that 
the important legislation was inspired by three 
factors: The U.S. Highway Safety Act of 1966 
which offered more than 100 recommendations 
for traffic safety action; the report of the 
Virginia Traffic Safety Study Commission of 
November, 1967; and Virginia's record death 
toll on the highways in the same year. 
: Spurred on by these examples, the legisla-^ 
tors introduced 57 bills to carry out the traffic 
study commission's proposals, dealing with 
topics ranging ^om the drinking driver and 
the habitual offender to bills dealing with truck 
and motorcycle safety. 

The result is a general tightening up of 
traffic control in Virginia. Smith comments 
on changes governihg the use of radar, the 
new automobile safety requirements and pro- 
visions for a trial period for the use of 
studded tires on Virginia highways. As of 1969 
all commercial driver schools must be 
licensed. He outlines the "extensive" changes 
in laws relating to the licensing of driirers: 



"Under the new statutes, the renewal of a 
license will require a personal appearance, 
an eye test and a written test of the rules 
of the road." 

Changes made in one existing law now 
make the statute a "true 'Good Samaritan' 
act," says Smith. It now "provides that no 
one acting in good faith and without compen- 
sation who 'renders emergency aid at the 
scene of a ci^ash or while en route to a medical 
facility caii be held for civil damages." 

Other important action by the General. 
Assembly, says Smith, "was the establishment 
of a Highway Safety Division in the Governor's 
office to take oyer the existing duties of the 
Governor's Highway Safety Committee." The 
new division is authorized to apply for Hd 
benefits under the Federal act and to initiate 
highway traffic safety research. 

Smith is encouraged by the General Assem- 
bly's contribution to the State's safety program, 
"with two rhajor exceptions, thesebelng failure 
to act on the very serious problem of driving 
while intoxicated and to put strength into a 
rather weak improper driving law." 

The 1968 General Assembly fUIodtograpple^^ 
with the controversial implied consent law 
that was passed in 1962 and was "riddled 
with so many loopholes for defendants that 
it proved to be almost competelyunworkablei" 
writes iSmith. He acknowledges that the amend- 
ments of 1964 and 1966 did strengthen the 
law. But he emphasizes th«r9 is a need to 
reduce to .10 per cent the presumptive level 
of intoxication (the per cent of alcohol by 
weight in the blood considered to indicate 
intoxication). 

The legislators retained the presumptive 
level at .15 per cent. "The state of Utah 
and Great Britain, in fact, use .08 per cent 
as U>e presumptive level," says Smith. Most 
medical authorities, he says, feel that Vo» 
Virginia level is too high.

New TechniqueSimplifies, Revives Old Art d Decoupage

Museum masterpieces make themselves at home when youhypage 
your favorite prints. Even starting a personal art gallery in the 
living room is easy with this fascinating technique. 



Thanks to modern tecbnology, 
the ancient art of decoqpage Is 
now enjoying one of the biaest 
revivals In coiturles. Decou- 
page Is the technique of apply- 
ing a print to wood and var- 
nishing it until a porcelain- 
like surftee is achieved. It's a 
fludnatlng craft that goes back 
to the days of the earliest 
civillxations. 

Hundreds of, years before 
paper even ettrted In Europe, 
Chinese peaittots were cutting 
intricate designs repreienting 
animals, fish, landscapes and 
folktales. InJ6th Century ttaly, 
decoupage was knonn as I'arte 
del unomo povero— the poor 
man's art. Feeble who couldn't 
afford painted Amlture ach- 
ieved the same lavish effect 
with decoiqiage. 

The French developed de- 
coupage even fturther and gave 
it its present name in the 17th 
Century. It became a fftvorite 
pastime in the 18th Century 
•French court and a fhsUonable 





First things first: Sand down your board 
or plaque so it will be smooth when ydu 
place the print on it. Staining, antiquing 
or distressing should be done after the 
picture has been applied.

hobby in England in the 19th 
Coitiiry. One of the most famous 
examples of decoupage is a floor 
screen done by the great poet, 
Lord Byron. Pictures of his 
favorite aoytots,- actors, and 
actresses are on one side, while 
prize fibers adorn the other. 

As lovely as its results were, 
the 4,000 year-old decoupage 
was a dlfncult and time-oon- 
suming procedure. It meant ap- 
plying a print to wood aitd 
varnishing it as many as 25 
times until the edges seemed 
to be part of the surface. But 
today, the miracle of plastics 
is respcMisible for a new tech- 
nique called bypage. With this 
method, the print looks as if it 
were actually painted on the 
wood, the wood grain shows 
through the picture, and the 
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satin-like surface remains. 

Try ttiis delightful hew way 
of achieving fine works of art 
by first going through news- 
papers and magazines for in- 
teresting picture!. The ones you 
choose depend on your own taste 
and on where you'll want to 
display the final piece. Por- 
traits and landscapes are ri^t 
for ttie living room or other 
formal areas, while pictures of 
tempting foods bri^ten up a 
Utdien, and illustrations of 
nursery rhymes fit in perfectly 
with the baby's room. 

Even a newspaper print on 
very thin payper with printing 
on the reverse side will hy- 
page beautifully, so just trim 
or tear the print the way you 
want it to S4)pear. Then take 



Easy does It: Hypaging is simple for be- 
ginner or old pro. Merely apply one coat 
of Hyplar Acrylic Polymer Gloss Medium 
and Varnish to the print and let dry.

a wooden board and sand it 
down. Do not stain or antique 
it. If you want to "distress" 
the edges to make the board 
look old, wait until the picture 
has been applied. 

Now apply one coat of Hyplar 
Acrylic Polymer Gloss Medium 
and- Varnish to the print aAd 
let it dry about 30 minutes. 
Apply a second coat to the 
print and immediatel;^ place it 
face down on the board. Using 
a wooden roller and, starting 
from the center, begin to roll 
out the air pockets. It's very 
important that you remove aU 
the air bubbles; their presence 
will prevent the print bx)m 
transferring. 



Placing a heavy object on the 
board for an hour or so will 
help set the print and keep it 
flat. Let this dry thoroughly, 
about 24 hours. This is the de- 
ciding step because polymer 
(a water soluble material) be- 
comes waterproof when if is 
completely dried. If you don't 
wait until it's thoroughly dry, 
you run the risk of losing the 
print. 

After the print has dried, 
soak the back with water and 
slowly remove the paper. Here, 
be very cautious that you do not 
remove the print. 



Now all you have to do ii 
stand back and admire thebeau- 
tiful work of art you created. 
Hypage's possibilities are un- 
limited. Consider preserving 
the kid's first drawing by hy- 
paging it on a toy chest or other 
piece of furniture, or start a 
personal art gallery by mount- 
ing small reprodiictt(»s of 
famous paintings on wooden pla- 
ques for your own copy of the 
Moha Lisa. 

And gift giving becomes a 
pleasure— rather than chore— 
when you can present som^hing 
that's truly lovely, truly un- 
ique—and created l^ you.
